Their Principal Food—Chccrlfls» Home*. 


Great Physical Endurance. 


The walrus forms the principal food of 


the Eskimo race wherever it is found, and 
it is so generally distributed over the Arc- 
tic part of the North American continent 
that it undoubtedly makes up the bulk of 
sustenance for the whole race, with the 
various seals following closely behind, 
and both these kinds of meats amply sup- 
plemented by salmon, cod, whale, musk 
oxen, reindeer and polar bear, with an oc- 
casional tribe here ami there preponderat- 
ing in some of these latter foods over the 
walrus and seal. The walrus will notlive 
where it is so cold that all the water 
channels arc- frozen over in the winter, as 
lie cannot cut a breathing hole through 
the thick ice like the smaller hair seal, 
which is found iu about every part of tho 
Arctic that man has penetrated, and at 
about all seasons of the year. The greater 
amount of fatty tissue in tho animals of 
the sea make them more acceptable as 
food to the northerner, whose system 
craves such diet during the rigorous win- 
ter of that zone. 


Tho seal and walrus are fat throughout 


the year, although varying appreciably in 
this respect during llie different seasons, 
v.-hile the reindeer—for musk oxeu are 
nowhere numerous enough to enter largely 
as food—aro only iu good condition for a 
few months in the fall n'.tii early winter, 
the coldest months iu tho ye-ar, January, 
February and March, often finding them 
livid in their leanness. 


Yet, iu spilo of all this, my northern 


travels throw me in contact with a fair 
sized tribe of Eskimo that lived largely 
on this kind of meat, catching only enough 
seal from an inlet that cut deep into their 
country to supply their stone lamps with 
a little light during tho long dark winter 
night. 
Those living on seal and walrus 


had enough oil to warm their houses— 
though made of snow—many degrees 
higher than tho intense cold outside, and 
would take oil their outside suit of rein- 
deer clothes when in the house, while the 
reindeer hunters seldom had a tempera- 
ture even a little above that of the at- 
mosphere outside, and often remained 
double clothed as if iu tho open. 


Their homes were cold and cheerless in 


the extreme, but they had powers of re- 
sisting it that seemed phenomenal and 
far beyond human endurance as wo have 
found it limited in our own zone. I have 
known one of these cold weather cavaliers 
to take a reindeer hide that had been soak- 
ing in tho water, and that wtis frozen as 
stiff as a plate of boiler iron, and put it 
against his bare body, holding it there, 
not only until it was thawed cut, but 
until it was perfectly dry. The skin was 
to be used as a drum head for singing and 
dancing exercises, and had to be dry and 
hairless to answer that purpose, the soak- 
ing ridding it of the hair, while there 
wero apparently no other means of dry- 
ing it than the" heroic method adopted. 
From tho largo number of reindeer killed 
by these Eskimo they lire abundantly sup- 
plied with skins for bedding and clothing, 
and in tho making up of these necessaries 
thev have displayed so much tact aud 
talent with tho limited means at hand 
that they aro the best dressed natives in 
tho 
north.—Frederick 
Cr.

tle, if anything, to commend it to the 
student. 
The addresses were, as a rule, 


delivered to outdoor assemblies composed 
of men whose education hud not been 
such as to render them critical as to 
either matter or manner. Tho orator had 
full license not only in respect to state- 
ment of fact, but in every ot her particu- 
lar, for tho art of sU:nu£Taphy had not 
reached that perfection which enabled 
the reporter to catch every word of the 
speaker and fasten it forever on the 
printed record of the time. To the un- 
educated hearer a ludicrous but indeli- 
cato anecdote, a humorous but coarse ex- 
pression, a torrent of slander, or a flight 
ot grandiloquent but meaningless rhap- 
sody was frequently more satisfactory 
than would have been tho polished and 
witty periods of Wendell Phillips, or the 
argumentative discourses of Daniel Web- 
ster. 


We occasionally find now, on tho stage 


of political action in tho west, a fossil of 
that old time. Ho has been delivering tho 
sarno address for half a century, with 
such slight changes iu it from year to 
year as would reconcile it to the times. 
His speech has never appeared iu print, 
because it contains nothing worthy oi'pub- 
lication. Indeed, in cold type it would bo 
recognized at once us an absurdity, and 
yet it still finds those who applaud its 
successive repetitions, and insist that it 
is the sublimest effort of the human mind.

Blood Spoto That C«n Only Be Bn»«a 


Oat—Ghost* ot Murdered Wen Stalk 
About at Night—A Belief That the Norn- 
ber 13 Brings Good Lack. 


"It will never coma out until it's burned 


out—that's what they say." So remarked an 
intelligent business man ol For^yth, Mo., 
pointing to a black rtain of blood on the floor 
of J. S. R Berry's old (tore, where Capt 
Kinney, the Knobber chief, had fallen when 
shot to death by young Bill Miles. "A good 
many have tried to scrub out blood stains, 
they say, but never could do it" 


This is a common mountain superstition. The 


mountaineers hare noticed that blood stems 
on cotton goods turn black and aro not easily 
washed away. They conclude that some su- 
pernatural power, instead of a chemical com- 
bination, keeps the stain there. It Is a com- 
mon practice, they say, to cut out blood 
stains and burn them. 


If there is any place In the country where 


a living spirit of evil, the personal devil, is 
believed in unquestioningly, it is here. Satan 
travels up and down the gulches and ravines 
and peers in at the open doorways at the 
firesides, or, finding an open door, "just 
melts his way in." Those who have read the 
story of the Bald Knobbers will perhaps 
think there is good reason for their faith. 
But the mountaineer goes further. He sees 
Satan and his imps. There are mysterious 
sounds in the woods—that i», they are not 
understood by him, and he says the spirits 
are responsible for the mysteries. Not alone 
does he see the evil spirits, but the souls of 
the murdered dead, ha believes, are never at 
rest. Capt. Kinney, the dead Knobber chief, 
stalks forth by night clad in mask as of old, 
but now with a blood stained shroud around 
him instead of the marshal's coat of blue that 
was his pride. That he will seek vengeance 
on those who oppose the Knobbers is not 
doubted.

On the other hand, there are those a plenty 


who say the old oak from which the Taylor 
boys were hanged by Kinney's men still 
shrieks and groans in agony as the toys did 
vainly for mercy, while the spirit of murdered 
Coggburn comes down to the village square, 
and there, materializing as a man once more, 
throws up its left hand, and striving to draw 
a revolver fails to get it raised, Then, fall- 
ing backward on the ground, it hurls 
phantom pistol away through the darkness. 


They do not believe that the spirits of the 


dead seek vengeance vainly. Whenever mis- 
fortune befalls any one they shake their heads 
ominously if he has ever shed human blood. 
Sickness, accident, death, are not the results 
of bad sanitary conditions or carelessness 
they are the visitations of justice loving 
spirits. But the fear of future visits of spirit! 
nsver acts as a power to keep the ready hanc 
from the pistol. 


The Taney men have nearly all been 


converted, according to their understanding 
o£ Holy Writ. Preachers and churches 
abound. There are twelve preachers in < 
population of 7,000 now. What more couli 
one wish 1 Onlytholow trash are beyond thi 
pale of the church. "All the best citizens o 
tho county" are church members. They read 
the Bible carefully, they sing religious hymns 
melodiously, they pray and say amen fer- 
vently. They give liberally to the poor; they 
are careful to entertain strangers. But some- 
how they never comprehend the Sermon on 
the Mount or the Seventh commRndmeut 
There is old Uncle John Hildreth. He is tha 
remover of warts for the mountaineer lads 
and lasses. The old man takes a piece o 
throad six inches long and ties a knot, draw 
ing the knot tight directly above the wart 
saying soma mysterious words as he does it. 
The wart goes away, the mountaineers say 
within a week. 


The superstition about the number 13 has 


a curious hold here. They think a combina- 
tion of 13 people for a purpose will be invin 
cible. The.Knobbors are said to have organ 
ized in groups of 13 at the first, and there are 
those that believe that had that principle beei 
adhered to the Kuobbers would havo stil 
ruled the Ozarks as they did in 1838. 
In their 


thirst for whipping people they wholly neg 
lected to organize gangs of 13 or multiples o 
that number. Hence their downfall. 


There is another curious theory held b; 


somo of the mountaineers. Thus, Livery 
man Bay, who carried a visitor from New 
York to see the victims of the Knobbers ia 
the vicinity of Sparta, told of a revolver tha 
ho had, which would sweat drops of blooc. 
when fired under proper circumstances, Tw 
men hod been killed with it When a weapo 
has killed two men it will thereafter swea 
a drop of blood whenever fired at a livin 
target. An inanimate target ia of no effecl 
they say. 


WHY THEIB DOGS DIE. 


The whips that were used to whip men wit 


wero invariably burned afterward. It wouk 
have brought bad luck to have left a blood 
switch in existence. Various theories aboi 
the ill luck that would follow were held 
Jarvis Lawrence says that such a whip woul< 
turn to a serpent that would hunt the man 
who had used it and avenge the blood of the 
victim with a bite. There was no use in tak- 
ing whisky for such a bite. Death was sura 
to follow. Another notion is that the cattle 
of the men who used the whip were sure to 
find it within a year and lick it with their 
tongues. Then they would die of the mur- 
rain. 


A little while ago in Sparta the village 


hogs that everywhere ran the streets in this 
country were dying at the rate of three or 
foui' a day right in the street The reason 
was plain enough to one who knew anything 
about hog cholera, so called. There was a great 
pool of stagnant water near the center of the 
village that was the resort of all the hogs of 
the neighborhood. They had wallowed in it 
the season through, and got nothing else to 
drink save when a rain storm made scarcely 
less fllthy pools elsewhere. Why shouldn't 
they die? Would the hog owners see it? Not 
at all. It was a mysterious visitation. Likely 
enough when the Knobbers were banged at 
Ozark the. hogs would not die any more. 
That's what tho anti-Knohbers thought and 
said. The Knobbers said it was a just inflic- 
tion on a people that were going to sacrifice 
four victims to blind prejudice, and that, 
too, when the hogs of both factions were 
dying. Of course there were others who 
thought that the cholera was due to a visita- 
tion on general principles—a sort of a warn- 
ing to the whole people to abandon their sins. 


Capt. Kinney, the Knobber chief, under- 


stood the peopta very well when he devised 
the horned mask for his murderous crew. It 
is impossible to appreciate the abject terror 
which those masks created among the ma- 
jority of those who wore visited. The rela- 
tives of the murdered men in Christian 
county, Charley Green and Will Edens, are 
unable to go on with their stories when they 
come to describe the impression created by 
the masks. Old Mrs. Elizabeth Edens turns 
white at the mention of the word and barely 
escapes fainting. B is said Oat men who 
had determined to fight and were well flied 
for a battle lost their courage and wita en- 
tirely when they saw the masks, and took 
thair whippings like cowed curs.—New York 
Sun.

AN EYE-OPENER! 


Cancer Among Vegetarians. 


Surgeon Major Hendley, resident sur- 


geon at Jappore, writes: "In The British 
Medical Journal of April 7, 1888, the fol- 
lowing statements are made: 
'M. Reclus 


oas shown that cancer was all but un- 
kuown among the persons whose food 
was exclusively vegetable.' 'M. Verneuil 
also believed that the increase of cancer 
was largely dus to the carnivorous habits 
of diet of the past generation.' The 
records of the Mayo hospital at Jaypore, 
which is tinder my charge, show no such 
Immunity of vegetarians from cancer. 
From January, 1880, to tho present date, 
102 major operations have been performed 
in the hospital in cases of cancer. Of 
these, 41 were on the persons of meat 
eaters and Cl on those of strict vegeta- 
rians who tad never eaten meat since 
their birth. 


In India, where caste rules are exceed- 


ingly rigid, the fact that tha latter were 
true 
vegetarians 
is absolute proof. 


Among them are six Saraogis, a class of 
Jams who even reject many kinds of 
vegetables. Three of these Saraogis suf- 
fered from cancer of the breast. Out of 
102 cases there wero 8 deaths attributable 
to the operation. There is no informa- 
tion available aa to recurrence, or tho 
contrary. 
The cases were divided as fol- 


lows: Cancer of breast 20, tongue or lips 
8, head and face 17, upper extremity 11, 
lower extremity 8, trunk 18, testicle 1, 
glands 3. There wero 02 males and 40 
females, a large proportion of the latter 
in a country where tho purdah system is 
in force. 
The maximum age was 70 


years, the minimum 18 years, the average 
43 years."—British Medical Journal. 


The Canadian anil the Yankee. 


I liave been spending several weeks iu 


Canada this summer, and have been mak- 
ing a study of Canadian life and people as 
much as is possible for a superficial ob- 
server. 
I have found much to interest

He is 
horrified at his contempt for convention- 
alities, his outspoken scorn of "that di- 
vinity that doth hedge a king," the flip- 
pant allusions to the nobility and the 
whole royal family which aro frequently 
heard on his lips, and at his general, free 
and easy, devil-may-care recklessness, so 
opposed to the cut and dried Canadian 
standard. Au contralre, he is rather fas- 
cinated by his originality, his independ- 
ence, at which he marvels greatly, his 
prodigality, his generosity, and general 
Don camaraderie.—Edith Sessions 1 upper. 


Prevailing Ignorance in Italy. 


The prevailing ignorance and supersti- 
ion is appalling. As late as 1882, accord- 
ng to the official statistics, 54 per cent, 
f the male population over 20 years of 
ago could neither read nor write. The 
ilthiness, abject poverty and squalor of 
entire districts is indescribable, families 
wing huddled together with chickens and 
ligs in one room hardly sufficient to afford 
irotection from the weather, the wages 
leing so low as to make it almost impos- 
sible to keep body and soul together, and 
ihsolutely impossible to leave the country 
or better their condition. 
A piece of 


fbjte bread to them would be a grand 
feast. 
Thia wretchedness is not found 


ilone among the marshy lands, but on 
,he richest and most fertile plains of 
northern Italy, the horrible disease known 
as "pellagra" making tho greatest ravages 
n Lombardy and Emilia. As yet the 
complaint is little understood, but known 
,o proceed from insufficient and unwhole- 
some food, together with physical and 
moral nncleanliness.—Florence Cor. Chi- 
cago Times.

an official report of the latest proceedings 
in the Samoas from the Eber at Auckland, 
It has not thought best to make it public 
The meager dispatches received over the 
New Zealand and Australian cables is all 
we have, and it simply states that the Ger- 
man Consulate and store-houses had been 
destroyed, and that fighting had ceased 
It is quite evident that the prompt action 
of the American Government in ordering 
men-of-war to Samoa has perpleied the 
Germans as much as it has pleased the 
British authorities. It is stated on trust- 
worthy authority that the British Govern- 
ment has decided to uphold the treaty by 
the terms of which European powers are 
precluded from obtaining or attempting 
to obtain dominance in Samoa. The gov- 
ernment has been fully informed of and 
shares in the United States Government s 
views on the subject. It is agreed that 
the action of the German agents in Sa- 
moa is opposed to the letter and spirit ol 
the treaty, and that it violates diplomatic 
etiquette' aud endangers the good rela- 
tions so necessary for Europeans to pre- 
serve when dealing with semi-barbarous 
nations.

Tb« American Man-ot-War. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23.—The troubles in 


Samoa form the all-absorbing topic ol 
conversation in this city. The State De- 
partment is saying little, and the German 
Minister still less, but it is impossible to 
visit either the State Department or tho 
German Legation without being impressed 
with the laborious silence, which is much 
more ominous than any talk could be. 
The State Department officials are watt- 
ing with more or less anxiety for the ar- 
rival of the mail from San Francisco, 
which i« bringing the rescued fragments 
of the American flag which was burned 
lu Samoa and the fall details of the stir- 
ring events of which this Government 
was briefly advised by cable a week ago. 
This mail will probably not reach Wash- 
ington before Saturday. 


Our ships, which are on their way to Sa- 


moa now, are in every way superior to the 
Bhios which are now flying the German 
ensign in Sanioan waters, and we have 
almost as many ships available for serv- 
ice in Samoan waters as the German Em- 
pire has. Most of them, however, are al 
present on the Atlantic side of the conb- 
nent But, fortunatelr, nobody consider! 
them necessary at the present time. The 
Germans have three ships at Samoa now, 
the Olga, the Adler and the Eber. W« 
have but one ship on the scene at present, 
the Nipsic, but there are three others on 
the way to Samoa or under orders to 
start The Trenton sailed a week ago, 
the Vandslia Monday and the Mononga- 
hela will sail in a few days.

'Chore will doubtless be 


A FIRE ITU THE HlGHT.

Surveying iri the Y*rd. 


The civil engineer force for the Indian- 


apolia, Decatur & Weetem railway com- 
pany, are at work to-day surveying for 
tracks in the yard east of the Union de- 
pot. There are eight men on duty, but 
as to their intentions or what the com- 
pany will do west of Decatnr, they are 
mum. Even the local agent is in the 
dark. However, it is known in an indefi- 
nite way that the company intends to 
survey a line for the road to Quincy by 
way of Beardstown, the line to be run 
direct from Quincy to Kansas City. At 
the recent meeting of the stockholders, 
Hon. Jonn K. Warren, of this city, was 
the only gentleman elected on the board 
for a period ot three years. This action 
certainly means something for Decatnr. 
It is business. Thus far there have been 
two routes surveyed from the west to 
Decatur, one diverging from Springfield 
in a southeasterly direction through Mt. 
Auburn and Elwin to Oasner in Long 
Greek township, to the main line ot the 
road, nine miles east of Deoatur. The 
other is a route from Boodhoose, 111., to 
Stevens Creek beyond the fair grounds, 
evidently designed to connect with the 
road some years ago planned to extend 
from the depot west on Cerro Gordo 
street. The Cerro Gordo street route 
through Decatur will never be realized. 
Such a line would be too expensive for 
the company and would entail too mucb 
danger. 
Decatnr citizens ought to 


make some united effort to give the com- 
pany a route through the city. It might 
be accomplished along the north Bide ot 
the Wabash road. Decatnr cannot afford 
to let the company run its extension 
around Deeatur and connect only with 
Springfield. We want the competition. 
The extension of the I., D. & W.is a mat- 
ter that should be seriously considered 
without further delay.
